Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1972. 


This  has  been  a year  of  progress,  especially  in  the 
housing  field.  Forty  seven  properties  were  built  by  the 
Council  during  the  year:  thirty-eight  houses  and  nine  bun- 
galov/s.  The  Griffin  Close  estate  at  Frizington  was  com- 
pleted and  occupied.  Work  commenced  on  the  Moor  Place 
estate  at  Frizington  and  the  end  of  the  year  saw  twenty- 
two  houses  finished  and  occupied.  Plans  have  been  passed 
for  the  building  of  a supported  independency  unit  at  Friz- 
ington and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  v/ork  will  commence 
on  the  erection  of  this  in  the  near  future. 


The  demolition  of  old  property  in  clearance  areas 
which  will  be  an  on-going  procedure  does  have  problems,  one 
being  the  disturbance  of  vermin  to  other  areas.  A contract 
has  been  entered  into  with  Rentokil  Laboratories  Limited 
to  carry  out  treatments  of  individual  houses.  The  general 
public  can  still  provide  the  best  antidote  to  vermin  by  dis- 
posing of  waste  food  in  a manner  which  does  not  provide 
a meal  for  the  rat  family. 


The  introduction  of  the  discretionary  grant  has  encour- 
aged owner-occupiers  to  improve  their  existing  property  to 
a high  standard,  the  number  of  applications  dealt  with  for 
discretionary  grants  have  doubled  on  the  previous  year  and 
there  are  still  many  more  to  be  considered. 
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The  pre-vv^ar  Council  house  has  been  included  in  the 
Government  improvement  scheme.  When  this  work  has 
been  completed  the  life  of  the  house  will  be  extended  to 
house  several  more  generations- 


These  improvements  are  welcome  as  the  health  of  the 
residents  is  very  much  related  to  their  living  conditions. 


The  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  at  County  and 
District  levels  started  during  the  year  which  involved  most 
of  the  staff  with  extra  duties. 


The  years  ahead  will  show  many  more  changes,  which 
I hope,  in  the  long  term,  will  be  for  the  betterment  of  the 
health  and  happiness  of  the  new  district’s  residents. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  kindness 
and  friendship  to  me  during  the  year ; Mr.  J.  Buttery,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector;  Mr.  P.  N.  Denson,  The  Clerk  of 
the  Council  for  their  help  and  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


A report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the 
work  of  the  year  has  been  submitted  and  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 


Water  Supplies 

The  momentum  of  the  South  Cumberland  Water 
Board’s  current  five  year  programme  was  maintained  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  duplication  of  3,516  metres  of  33"  trunk  main  from 
Ennerdale  Lake  to  Hazelholme  was  completed,  enabling  a 
further  3|  million  gallons  per  day  to  be  made  available  to 
supply.  Concurrent  with  this  work,  and  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  River  Authority  for  this  additional 
supply,  a fish  pass  was  constructed  at  the  lake  outflow  and 
Ben  Ghyll,  a stream  on  the  south  side,  was  diverted  into  the 
lake. 


The  third  service  reservoir  at  Summergrove  was 
started.  This  is  of  3f  million  gallons  capacity  and  gives 
a total  storage  at  this,  the  Board’s  principal  pumping 
station,  of  over  5 million  gallons. 

The  overflow  to  Cogra  impounding  reservoir  was 
reconstructed  and  during  the  year  the  rebuilding  of  the 
access  bridge  to  the  Ennerdale  treatment  works  over  the 
River  Ehen  was  started- 

The  customary  mains  extensions  and  renewals  have 
continued,  some  6,000  metres  of  distribution  mains  having 
been  laid  within  the  Rural  District  by  the  Board’s  own 
labour  force  during  the  year.

A septic  tank  serving  properties  at  the  end  of  Seamill 
Lane,  St.  Bees,  was  installed. 

New  filter  media  was  installed  at  Crossgates  Works 
and  the  existing  supporting  girder  replaced  with  a new  one.

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Forty-seven  Council  }3roperties  were  built  during  the 
year  — 38  houses  and  9 bungalows.  Fifty-six  private 
dwellings  were  completed.  The  Griffin  Close  estate  at  Friz- 
ington  was  completed  and  occupied;  work  commenced  on  the 
Moor  Place  estate  at  Frizington,  22  of  the  houses  being 
completed  and  occupied. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  Council  houses  were  let 
as  follows: — Tenants  — 70;  sub-tenants  — 43;  tenants 
selected  by  the  Council  — 44;  British  Nuclear  Fuels  Ltd. 
workers  — 5;  agricultural  workers  — 1.  Ten  tenants  of 
Council  houses  were  transferred  to  other  houses  more  suit- 
able to  their  needs. 

The  CounciFs  system,  of  letting,  taking  into  account  the 
applicants'  situation,  as  to  present  type  of  accommodation,, 
overcrowding,  and  date  of  application,  is  reasonably  satis- 
factory. Whilst  it  cannot  take  into  account  every  set  of 
circumstances,  priority  housing  is  only  necessary  where 
there  are  conditions  arising  not  covered  by  the  system.

The  method  of 
dealing  with  verminous  premises  by  supplying  insecticides, 
instructing  occupiers  in  their  use  and  in  general  principles 
of  hygiene,  continues.

The  contract  for  the  treatment  of  the  Council’s  prop- 
erty, which  includes  sewers  and  tips  continues  and  is  work- 
ing satisfactorily.  Included  in  the  work  is  the  treatment  of 
tips  during  the  summer  months  against  fly  and  insect 
infestation. 

A contract  has  been  entered  into  with  Rentokil  Labora- 
tories Ltd.  to  carry  out  treatments  of  individual  houses  on 
a flat  rate  basis  which  is  working  satisfactorily.  The 
general  public  can  still  provide  the  best  antidote  to  vermin 
by  disposing  of  waste  food  in  a manner  which  does  not 
provide  a meal  for  the  rat  family.

CARAVANS 

At  the  moment  there  are  39  licensed  caravan  sites  in 
the  Rural  District,  and  during  1972  87  separate  visits  were 
made  to  the  sites  by  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Most  of 
these  visits,  of  course,  were  to  those  sites  having  facilities 
for  large  numbers  of  caravans.  The  majority  of  sites  are 
only  licensed  for  single  caravans,  used  mainly  for  holiday 
purposes  during  the  season.  No  particular  problems  arose 
during  the  year,  any  visits  made  being  purely  routine  in 
nature,  all  the  sites  in  fact  comply  basically  with  the  prin- 
ciple conditions  attached  to  the  “public  health^^  licences. .
